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Reissue Applications 
Claim Rejections - 35 (JSC §112 

The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

Claims 1 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. Applicant recites in new independent claims 
11,15, and 20 that there are at least three legs. However, applicant's abstract as well 
as specification clearly sets forth that there are only two legs and each leg has been 
defined as having two locking loops (col. 3, lines 15 through 49) and a reinforcement 
horizontal member (205). To now recite in the newly added claims that there are at 
least three of such legs is contrary to what was originally defined as a single leg by the 
original disclosure and thus constitutes new matter. 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1-3 and 1 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Regarding claim 1 , applicant inferentially 
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claims "said first and second legs" on line 7. Claims 1 1 -25 are indefinite. Claim 1 1 -25 
sets forth a platform intended to be used with "a beverage container", "a beverage 
containing box", or "a detergent container" which is not a positive claimed article per se 
of the claim. For applicant to define the claimed article (e.g. platform sidewall distance 
"D") as a function of the dimension of a non-claimed article (e.g. container, box) is 
vague and indefinite. Furthermore, all new dependent claims recite "a distance D" 
which is vague and indefinite as it is not clear whether it is the same distance "D" recited 
in the independent claims. Additionally, the dependent claims are not further limiting 
since in the independent claims sets forth "D" as a exterior dimension of a beverage 
container; however dependent claims set forth "D" can be exterior dimension of 
beverage containing box or a detergent container. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 1 1-25 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Tedham et al (US patent no. 4,787,585). Tedham discloses a platform comprising a 
platform (plane formed by 20 and 22) having first and second opposing side walls (12) 
extend upward from the platform and the side walls being separated by a distance D, 
four legs (1 9) being substantially orthogonal to the upper surface of the platform. 
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Regarding applicant's recitation of intended use for a container of a selected 
width, a recitation of the intended use of the claimed invention must result in a structural 
difference between the claimed invention and the prior art in order to patentably 
distinguish the claimed invention from the prior art. If the prior art structure is capable of 
performing the intended use, then it meets the claim. Tedham's support is capable of 
supporting a container of selected width where the width can be slightly larger than or 
equal to the distance D for a snug fit. Further, Tedham's support is capable of 
supporting a detergent container or beverage containing box. 

Claims 1-3 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

Claims 4-10 are allowed. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. The remaining cited art of record demonstrate stand with sides 
frictionally grasp the container sides.
